the majority the flies since they contain the major 
foci fly production media.

Although locating potential fly 
media and fly maggots essential part any 
interpretation the type and extent 
problem must based primarily the determina-

Grill Technique 

Various devices such baited traps and tangle- 
foot tapes have been used evaluating fly problems, 
but the device most used the present time the 
fly grill developed (1947). This device 
wooden frame which three-fourths-inch slats 
have been nailed. appearance resembles garden 
gate, inches square. Its usefulness based the 
fact that flies prefer rest corners. This grill 
placed over natural attractant the area being 
surveyed. Flies disturbed when the grill placed 
over the attractant rest momentarily the slats before 
returning the attractant. This moment the grill 
sufficient for the trained observer determine the 
kinds and numbers flies present. series such 
determinations within city block used estimate 
the nature and extent the problem connection 
with observations fly production potentials (Coffey 
and Schoof, 1949). 

general, the grill counts average less than 
10, the basis the five highest individual grill 
counts per the fly populations are considered 
arbitrarily chosen, but based information secured 
Hidalgo County, Texas, Watt and Lindsay 
(1948). These authors ascertained that the threshold 
fly transmission Shigellosis (bacillary dysentery) 
appeared between grill index and 20. 


Baited Fly Traps 
Baited fly traps are also used evaluating fly 
problems. However, since the bait the trap competes 
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with all other nearby attractants, the catch flies 
qualitative rather than quantitative value. 
the trap properly baited with meat, vegetables, and 
fruit, the catch should quite representative the 
fly populations the area. 

These same techniques grill and baited trap can 
used after initiation control measure success 
these operations. 


Good Sanitation Essential 

The control flies can achieved eco- 
and satisfactorily only when based 
sound program good environmental sanitation. 
Many the fly control problems city are centered 
around the proper storage, collection and disposal 
garbage, refuse, animal excrement, and other organic 
wastes. Because the nature this problem, 
the responsibility the individual householder 
eliminate fly sources which exist his own premises. 
everyone cooperates doing this, may solve 
the community’s fly problem completely. 

Household garbage should not allowed accu- 
mulate except approved containers with tight-fitting 
lids. Wrapping garbage newspapers placing 
paper bags helps deter the oviposition flies and 
desirable even when good garbage cans are used. 
Collection garbage should made least twice 
week residential areas and daily business 
districts. Covered trucks should used haul the 
garbage the disposal site and care should taken 
that garbage not spilled the ground during col- 
lection. 

Even though the garbage collected regularly, 
sodden mass often accumulates the bottom the 
not only producing large numbers flies, but 
aiding the rapid disintegration the can. should 
the responsibility the individual householder 
his garbage can following each collection. 


Sanitary Land Fill 

The most satisfactory method disposal garbage 
the sanitary land fill, which the material 
placed trench and covered two-foot depth 
packed earth prevent emergence developing 
flies. Incineration garbage and refuse accom- 
plished satisfactorily some areas, but this method 
has certain disadvantages, that generally costly, 
creates smoke and odor nuisances, and has consider- 
able ash disposal problem. 

Disposal animal excrement, dead animals, kitchen 
wastes, and any other organic material should 
accomplished soon possible prevent fly emer- 
gence. Burial with two feet packed soil cover 
satisfactory method disposal. Lawn clippings and 
similar organic refuse can produce numbers several 
species flies under certain conditions decomposi- 


tion. This material should not allowed accumulate 
pile the premises for more than three four 
days time. Dog excrement can produce considerable 
numbers flies under certain and may 
present real problem community. 

Disposal animal excrement farms 
important problem tied intimately the economy 
the enterprise. really satisfactory economical ways 
are known handle this problem. manure can 
collected twice weekly and spread thinly over the fields, 
the fly problem will kept minimum. However, 


few farmers are able clear away manure this 
manner, but depend being hauled away peri- 
odically. For chicken manure, treatment with calcium 
and single superphosphate recommended 


eliminate fly production and form 
fertilizer. 
Industrial Wastes 
Industrial wastes, allowed accumulate, can 


source several species flies. Cannery 
wastes must dry for several days before being 


for fly production, but when this condition reached 
great numbers flies are produced. Burial this 


material within days appears the only way 
fly production. Cull lettuce and melons are 


prolific fly sources when they have reached the proper 


state decomposition. Scattering and discing these 
wastes into the soil, done early enough, appears 


dry the media rapidly and solve the fly problem. 
general, fly problems due industrial wastes must 
solved the basis existing conditions. 


Chemical Control Secondary 

While chemical control flies has been used exten- 
sively California recent years, this method should 
used only adjunct sanitation control 
methods. Not only are chemical control measures costly, 
but they can achieve lasting success sanitation 
measures are neglected and increasing numbers 
flies are being produced each day. 

The matter chemical control has been further 
complicated California and some other areas 
widespread resistance flies DDT. some areas 
this resistance has been extended technical benzene 
hexa-chloride, lindane, and even dieldrin, which has 
not yet been released for general use. the present 
time, recommendations for the use chemicals for the 
control flies must made the basis local con- 
ditions and the public health significance the fly 


problem. 
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Water Pollution Control Terms Clarified 


Since the adoption new water pollution laws 
the 1949 State Legislature, there have been many 
questions and some confusion the relative respon- 
sibilities health departments contrasted those 
the newly formed state and nine regional water 
pollution control boards. These responsibilities have 
been clarified considerably recent actions the 
California Conference Local Health Officers and 
the State Board Health. Both groups, repre- 
senting concurrence expressed public health 
opinion the State, have adopted resolutions which 
give working interpretation terms defined 
health department responsibilities the new state 
statutes. 

The water pollution laws adopted last year were 
designed provide means for coordinating actions 
various state agencies and political subdivisions 
the control water pollution. Chapters 1549 and 1550, 
Statutes 1949, divide responsibilities health 
departments and water pollution agencies the basis 
three types effects resulting from disposal 
sewage and industrial wastes, namely, ‘‘contamina- 
and 


defined the statutes ‘‘an 
actual hazard the public health’’ ‘‘equivalent 
effect resulting from the disposal sewage indus- 
trial waste.’’ and are defined 
mean the ‘‘adverse and unreasonable effects 
disposal sewage industrial waste which are not 
actual hazards health.’’ 


For purposes defining control responsibilities, 
the legislation makes basic distinction between these 
three terms, contamination being the exclusive field 
corrective action health departments, and pollution 
and nuisances being the corrective responsibilities 
water pollution agencies. 


But even with terms defined and responsibilities 
delegated, the essence effective control program 
must remain the uniform and adequate interpreta- 
tion the terms. Uniformity would impossible 
were left each the water pollution boards 
and each the 121 health officers the State 
decide individually, and without common working 
interpretation, which problems are the field 
contamination and constitute ‘‘an actual hazard 
necessary have some basis for deciding whether the 
impairment water quality constitutes hazard 
health, and such would fall the health depart- 
ment for corrective action, or, not actual hazard 


health, would the corrective responsibility the 
water pollution control agency. 

Such interpretation, for purposes practical appli- 
eation, has been provided the resolution adopted 
the California Conference Local Health Officers 
San Diego May Ist, and followed concurring 
resolution the State Board Health May 2d. 

These resolutions, identical terms, give work- 
ing interpretation the terms ‘‘an actual hazard 
public health’’ and ‘‘an equivalent effect’’ (which 
together constitute the meaning the term ‘‘con- 
tamination’’) follows: 

hazard the public health’’ shall 
deemed exist the following situations: 

(1) Water Supplies 


When inadequately treated human sewage 
discharged into any water used source 
supply. 


When substances are present amounts 
dangerous human beings waters used 
sources domestic water supply. 


(2) Recreational Waters 


When raw (or inadequately treated) human 
sewage discharged into any waters used for 
recreational purposes. 


When visible signs human sewage are present 
recreational waters. 


“‘equivalent effect’’ shall deemed exist 
the following 


(1) Land 


When raw (or inadequately treated) human 
sewage present any surface near 
human habitation where domestic animals 
have access. 


When sewage discharged such manner 
allow breeding disease vectors 
areas proximity human habitation. 


The new definitions will applied for trial 


period, followed later adoption into the regu- 
lations the State Board Public Health.

Communities Southern San Joaquin 
Study Their Health Needs 

December 29, 1949, representatives state and 
local organizations met Fresno consider health 
problems the six most southern San Joaquin coun- 
ties—Kern, Tulare, Kings, Fresno, Madera, and Mer- 
ced. Since that time local health, welfare, medical and 
voluntary agencies have been working this problem, 
appraising the health needs the area and devising 
ways utilize community resources meet those 
needs. 

April 21, 1950, meeting was held the 
Auditorium, Hanford, evaluate the problem and the 
progress made that date, and develop plans for 
further community action. More than 150 representa- 
tives from the six counties gathered compare experi- 
ences and direct their thinking toward ways and 
means meet more effectively their community health 
problems. 

From the Hanford meeting came number spe- 
cific While these 
may serve primarily guide for continued organ- 
ized community effort meeting various health prob- 
lems the San Joaquin Valley, they may also help 
point the way for communities other areas the 
State approach their own problems. 


Recommendations coming out the Hanford meet- 
ing are given follows under their four major head- 
ings: 


Health and Medical Services 


Greater decentralization health and medical serv- 
ices planned basis increase the availability 
and utilization the public agency services. 


Expansion health department and hospital serv- 
ices and facilities conform with population growth 
—expansion extension based upon 
evaluation need terms accepted standards, 
with recognition proportionate increased budgets 
consistent with high standards service and per- 
sonnel. 


Development more uniform policy and practice 
the provision health and medical services 
the various countries. There should closer 
ticipation the medical profession and lay 
zations formulating plans and contributing 
programs, and broader utilization volunteers dur- 
ing periods greatest stress.

This report has not been adopted the board, but has 
been received for further study and being 
published several technical journals means 
securing wide comment and suggestions. 

adopted, the tentative criteria for water-quality 
requirements would have far-reaching influence the 
water pollution control program California, although 
they would not, course, binding the actions 
the Regional Water Pollution Control Boards since, 
under the statutes, regional boards independently 
develop plans for their regions. One the principal 
responsibilities the State Water Pollution Board, 
however, enunciate state-wide policy and another 
serve appeal agency contested cases acted 
regional boards. establishing basis for 
determining water-quality requirements, the criteria 
would relate both these responsibilities.

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Shoe Store Fluoroscopy Hazards 
Need Public Attention 


X-ray machines used retail shoe 
stores for the purpose fitting shoes may present radi- 
ation hazards not operated under proper safeguards. 
Surveys conducted the State Department Public 
Health and other agencies various parts the 
Country have revealed some instances unsafe opera- 
tional practices. Because the potential dangers from 
radiation, both the and the shoe clerk, the 
use retail shoe stores has been ques- 
tioned many professional groups, including the 
American College Radiology and the American Med- 
ical Association. 


Protective Devices 

All function passing beam 
X-rays through the part fluoroscoped sereen 
where visible image formed. Most machines have 
safeguards against overdosage, including aluminum 
filter through which the beam passes before enters the 
customer’s feet, plus automatic controls for time and 
intensity exposure. Housing the cabinet de- 
signed impede passage X-rays into the surround- 
ing area, the only point exposure being the open- 
ing where the customer’s feet are placed. 

the basis minimum standards established 
the National Bureau Standards, regulations have 
been set the Division Industrial Safety, State 
Department Industrial Relations, for the protection 
employees exposed ionizing radiation. These regu- 
lations are specific requiring that shoe fluoroscopes, 
well other sources ionizing radiation, oper- 
ated manner that employee will receive 
daily dose radiation excess specified amount. 
The general public protected only indirectly these 
regulations, depending largely the exercise due 
caution the employee. 


Safeguards May Break Down 

However, the intended safeguards may break down 
several ways through improper operation. has 
been observed that the aluminum filter has been re- 
moved some permit brighter image the 
thus allowing greater flow X-rays through 
the customer’s feet. Again, the intensity setting was 
that children receive dosages intended for 
adults. other cases, the time exposure was in- 
creased that the clerk, the parent, and the child 
might view the fitting for longer period time. 
Clerks were also observed placing their hands into 
the path the beam ‘‘feel’’ the fit the shoe, real 
hazard followed consistently. 

Even with perfect machine design and proper oper- 
ation, another element danger arises that there can

the amount which could tolerated safely. 


Dangers Overdosage 


overdosage X-rays should not applied 
any part the body, since excessive amounts may pro. 
duce radiation burns the skin, leukemia, 
types anemia, chronic radiation poisoning, and, espe. 
cially young children, damage growing bone. The 
hazard children insidious, since damage the sen. 
sitive growing bone may produced dosages 
X-ray which are not sufficient cause skin 
hence the effects overexposure may not apparent 
for several months years.

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Development Water Resources 
Poses Mosquito Problem 


Development water resources California, which 
eventually will double the acreage now under irriga- 
tion, presenting important problem program 
planning for mosquito control. anticipated that 
vast expansion requirements for mosquito abatement 
may come relatively short period time, placing 
heavy financial demands upon the areas involved 
control efforts are keep pace with needs. 

the tax-supported mosquito abatement dis- 
tricts, lie within the Central Valley basin. Approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 being spent year all districts 
controlling mosquitoes areas which have had 
gradual agricultural development. There deep con- 
cern regards the financial stability those agen- 
cies which may face vast expansion requirements 
for mosquito control. 

The Central Valley Project will add another three 
million acres the three and one-half million acres now 
being irrigated California. Irrigation, storage, 
ground water replenishment, and transportation 
water through canals and related facilities can all create 
conditions for the production mosquitoes which 
might far exceed the powers local district con- 
trol during period rapid water resources develop- 
ment. 

Long-range Program 


view this, the Bureau Vector Control the 
State Department Public Health, assisted person- 
nel from the Communicable Disease Center the 
Health Service, has initiated program min- 
imize the potential hazards associated with water re- 
sources development.

Asa guide the State Department Public Health 
and local mosquito control agencies, standards and 
recommendations were developed and adopted the 
State Board Health. These standards set the min- 
imum qualifications for agencies which-are receive 
state aid. 

Responsibility vested the State Department 
Public Health has involved administering annual 
expenditure exceeding $500,000, balanced expendi- 
tures mosquito control agencies more than $1,000,- 
000. This over-all effort has required administrative 
changes and increased staffing both state and local 
levels. 

Control Advisory Committee was estab- 
lished provide guidance for the program. This com-
